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ADVOCATE STILL 


Rushville Men Believe Petitions For 


Four New Stations Should 


Have Been Circulated. 


ANOTHER 
FOR 
UNION 
DEPOT 


They Declare Railroads Might Decide 


on Combination Station as Cheap­ 


est Course to Pursue. 


Rushville men who read last night 
•of the two petitions, each hearing 
the signatures of fifty different in­ 
fluential business men, being sent to 
the State Railroad Commission re­ 
questing that the Cincinati, Indiana­ 
polis & W estern Railway 
Company 
and the Pennsylvania be compelled to 
build new stations here on the ground 
th a t the present stations are unsani­ 
tary and unlawful, say that even a 
better course could have been pur­ 
sued. 


They argue that four petitions re­ 
questing that alt four of the railroads 
entering this city build new stations 
here would have been a much better 
plan. 
On top of that it is declared 
that another petition could have been 
•circulated in which the commission 
might be asked to order all four of 
the roads to build a 
union station 
providing the commission found a f­ 
ter an investigation that all of the 
stations should be replaced by new 
ones. 
Men who have long harbored 
the 
union station idea as the most logical 
thing for this city, since the railroads 
are situated as they are and could be 
changed so as to meet at a certain 
point, 
assert 
that 
the 
railroads, 
should the commission order all of 
them 
to build, would 
combine and 
erect a union station as the cheapest 
method to get out of the difficulty. 
Others say that the law does not 
allow a station to be built at the in­ 
tersection of two or more railroads* 
and it is pointed out that a union sta­ 
tion could not be built in this city to 
accommodate all four of the rail- 
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roads unless ii were situated in that 
way. 
An agent of one of the local 
ramrods say that the law 
does not 
require that a union station not be 
built at the intersection of two or 
more railroads. 
The announcement last night that 
^he two petitions had been sent to the 
commission came as a big surprise to 
most people. The petitions were cir­ 
culated quietly and no 
noise was 
made about it until the signers had 
been obtained.* 
It is likely that the agitation for 
more petitions for the two railroads 
and still another for a union station 
may result in some action being tak­ 
en. 
It is not too late yet, according 
to several Rushville men, to circulate 
the other petitions. 
It will probably 
be several days before the local pe­ 
titions come up for consideration be­ 
fore the commission as 
that body 
probably has much work ahead all 
the time. 
The commission will probably come 
here 'and investigate the conditions 
before it acts as it did once before 
when a similar petition was filed for 
a new C. H. & D. station. 
At 
that 
time the commission ordered the road 
to build but it did not have the power 
to enforce it. 
Now it has the power 
which was given to it in an act 
of 
the last legislature.

Jealousy Said to Cause a Fight in

Eugene Stanley 
of 
Middletown, 
Henry county, was arrested today by 
Chield McAllister for assault and bat­ 
tery on the Rev. Carl Berry of Car­ 
thage and for disturbing a meeting. 
The affidavit for -assault and battery 
was filed by James L. Hayes and the 
one for disturbing a public meeting 
was sworn to by Ed Aikens, both of 
Raleigh. 
The trouble is said to have occur­ 
red at a Halloween social Saturday 
night, which was given in the town 
hall in Raleigh. Stanley is alleged to 
have hit the minister an awful rap, 
breaking his nose. The fight and ex­ 
citement following almost broke 
up 
the social and for a time it looked a> 
though there was to be a free-for-all 
fight. 
The cause of the fight, according 
to Stanley, who told the story yes­ 
terday to Assistant Prosecutor Don­ 
ald Smith, was 
jealousy. 
All 
the 
parties in the affair were here yes­ 
terday and talked with Mr. Smith. 
Stanley told the assistant prosecu­ 
tor the same story as the others and 
then added his side of the case. 
He 
expected to be arrested and told Mr. 
Smith where he could find him. Stan­ 
ley is employed by George W atts of 
Knightstown in the gas well drilling 
business and at present is employed 
near his home in Middletown. 
Stanley, according to Mr. Smith, 
said the Rev. Carl Berry had been 
paying attentions to his fiancee and 
on the night of the trouble, Mr. Ber­ 
ry was more attentive 
than ever. 
Stanley told the assistant prosecutor 
that he stood it just as long as he 
could and then went after the minis­ 
ter. He took the minister by the col­ 
lar and while he held him with one 
hand, hit him with the other squarely 
on the nose. 
He said he gave him a 
little jerk for good .measure and in 
doing so got the minister’s tie. collar, 
and part of his shirt front. 
Stanley 
told Mr. Smith that he was extremely 
jealous of the girl lie is tosmarry and 
the cause of the trouble was based 
on this. 
Chief McAllister went after Stan­ 
ley this morning on the two warrants 
issued in Squire Kratzer’s court and 
expected to bring him here this afte r­ 
noon, where he would secure bond. 
The trial will probably be held Satur­ 
day afternoon. 
The Rev. Mr. Berry, 
it is understood, would not prosecute 
Stanley but will appear as a witness. 
The minister is pastor of the Car­ 
thage and Raleigh Christian churches 
and is well known here. 
He sincerely 
hates that the affair took place and 
holds nothing against Stanley!

The elections today in the two in­ 
corporated towns in Rush county, 
Glenwood and Carthage, were tame 
affairs, in view of the fact that the 
result was known even before the 
voting was started. 
This is the case 
as there was no opposition in either 
one of the towns. 
It is an easy matter to predict now 
that there will be 
two 
Republican 
trustees and one Democratic trustee, 
a Republican clerk and treasurer and 
a Republican marshal at 
Carthage 
and the whole People’s ticket will be 
elected at Glenwood. 
At Carthage there was little need 
of holding an election and the same 
thing holds true in Glenwood. Today 
the <mly change made at Carthage as 
the result of the election will be the 
personnel of the town board of trus­ 
tees. 
J. C. Cox, a 
Democrat, who 
has been a trustee for the last term 
was not a candidate for the job and 
Ed Henley, a Carthage groeeryman, 
and a Republican, was the only as­ 
pirant for the office. 
This 
means 
thpt there will be one Democrat and 
two 
Republican 
trustees 
whereas 
during the last term there has been 
one Republican and two Democrats. 
All of the other officials were can­ 
didates for re-election. 
The present 
officials who were re-elected today 
are: Jesse Siler, Democratic trustee; 
Eon Kiser, Republican trustee; J a s ­ 
per 
Parrish, 
Republican 
marshall 
and Arthur 
Blueback. 
Republican, 
clerk and treasurer. 
At Glenwood there could be no op­ 
position because there is 
only 
one 
ticket 
in the 
field, 
the 
People’s. 
Samuel D.

lru>tee of the first ward; 
Van E.

the fact that it is the first test which 
will be made of 
the 
new 
corrupt 
practices act passed by the last legis­ 
lature. 
This statute 
provides 
that 
each candidate shall file 
with 
the 
clerk of the 
circuit 
court 
in 
the 
coutity in which the town is located 


Seven Weeks to

an itemized statement 
in 
writing, 
j showing the expenses of his cam­ 
paign, and in addition, each candi- 
j date must swear 
whether 
he 
has 
made any contributions, made any 
promises or incurred 
any 
liability 
during his 
campaign 
which 
would 
likely benefit him in seeking public 
'office. 
Not until such a statement is filed 
by the successful candidate for any 
office can lie receive his commission 
or certificate of election. 
In case 
any one of the candidates should fal­ 
sify his itemized statement of elec­ 
tion expenses and promises, 
he 
is 
liable to prosecution for perjury, the 
prosecuting attorney being charged 
to make a vigorous prosecution. 
This act, it is thought, is largely 
due to the little interest that is con­ 
nected with the town elections over 
the State. 
There is little salary a t­ 
tached to any of the town offices and 
men do not feel justified in going to 
the trouble entailed by 
the 
recent 
statute to try for the office. There is 
said to be much complaint because 
the law is made to apply 
in town 
elections.

Praised Again, This Time by 


Chicago Dairy Cattlemen. 


HE WINS AT NATIONAL SHOW 


Prizes Are Repetition of Ones Taken 


at International Snow— History 


cf His Stock Farm. 


After being- given mention promi­ 
nently iii dispatches sent out from 
Milwaukee while 
the 
international 
dairy show was in progress there last 
month for having the best herd 
of 
dairy cattle at the 
show, John 
F. 
Boyd, 
proprietor of the 
Riverside 
stock farm in Jersey City, is again 
praised for the herd which he raised 
and bred himself, in a dispatch from 
Chicago where the 
national dairy 
show was held recently. The Chica­ 
go dispatch sa y s: 
Concerning a herd of Indiana Jer­ 
sey cattle shown at the national dairy 
show here recently, an Ohio herds­ 
man who happened to be 
standing 
near the Indiana exhibit, was asked 
why it was that the Hoosier had been 
winning so many prizes: He said it 
was because the owner of the herd 
raised his own stock on his own In­ 
diana farm instead of importing and 
buying animals 
raised or 
bred by 
others. 
This simple statement was carried 
to one of the government experts in 
charge of the testing and 
feeding 
demonstrations, and he said that that 
was the kind of talk lie liked t6 hear. 
The pure bred cattle associations and 
others interested in the upbuilding of 
the dairy herds are offering premiums 
to induce dairy cattle owners to do 
that very thing. 
The name of the Indiana man is 
John F. Boyd of Rushville, and prob­ 
ably there could not be found a more 
earnest and successful 
representa­ 
tive of a great State in progressive 
dairying. 
The man,^with a little herd 
of ten beautiful animals, represent­ 
ing a herd of forty-five on a farm of 
only sixty acres, showed at six im­ 
portant exhibitions this fall. 
At one 
of the shows he took all of the grand 
champion and champion prizes held 
up for his tribe of cattle, and in ad­ 
dition he captured twenty-five firsts, 
one second, two thirds and two fifths. 
At Chicago he got eight prizes, first 
on b le e d e rs’ young herd, first oh a 
six-months-old heifer calf and 
first 
on a bull calf of the same qge. 
Boyd began raising Jersey cattle 
twenty years ago* commencing with 
one thoroughbred cow. which he bred 
to a registered bull. 
He has pro­ 
gressed beyond the point where lie 
sold seventy-five pure bred animals 
at one sale. distributing them all over 
the country. 
Three 
other 
Jersey 
men have started herds in the same 
neighborhood and many 
others 
in 
other parts of Indiana have done the 
same thing, not to mention the work 
of others with other tribes of daisy 
cattle.

There are said to be twelve thous­ 
and of the “morally insane” in New 
York at the present time. 
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Sm all Num ber of Squirrels 
Are Found in Rush C ounty 


Very few people now 
living 
in 
Rushville and Rush 
county realize 
the great number- of squirrels which 
overran the country in the early part 
pf the nineteenth century and there 
are probably not more than a dozen 
people who remember the last great 
migration in the squirrel family. 
It 
occurred many years ago, when the 
octogenarians now living were very 
small boys. 
Some of them can r e ­ 
call the great squirrel migration yet, 
but the story is so old that it is new 
to most of the people now living in 
Indiana. 
When the last great movement of 
the 
squirrels 
commenced 
iii 
this 
country it was before the forests had 
been cleared away. They were mostly 
grey squirrels who made the trip al­ 
though there were some black ones in 
the movement. 
The rodents 
started 
from the south and traveled north. 
They swam iii the Ohio river in great 
droves and safety passed all o f the 
smaller streams which they encoun­ 
tered. 
The little animals marched on 
the ground in vast 
armies 
literally 
covering the earth and there was a 
time when the settler could hardly 
walk abroad iii the forests without 
stepping on 
some of 
them. 
Rush 
county was in the 
direct 
line 
of 
march and if any of The Daily Re­ 
publican readers doubt the s t o r y of 
this strange invasion he has only to 
hunt out some bright old 
pioneer 
who has a retentive memory and get 
the story from an eye witness. 
The squirrels “cleaned up” many 
corn fields on the way and were forc­ 
ed to go to great extremes for f o o d . 
W here the squirrels were going was 
not definitely learned by the settlers, 
excepting that* the 
invasion 
came 
from the south. 
Great migrations of 
squirrels are not unknown in natural 
history by any means, but the last 
one which swept over Indiana came 
a great many years ago. 


Few people not students of natural 
history perhaps know that the squir­ 


rel is an animal common to nearly 
every country in the civilized world. 
He is a native in every country ex­ 
cept Australia but no place is he as 
common as in the United States. 
In 
the good old days of Rush 
county 
squirrels were a common food but 
now the animals have grown scarcer 
and it takes a good squirrel hunter 
to go out and bring home a bunch of 
the little rodents. 
Squirrels are also 
very abundant in India and southern 
Asia. 
The red squirrel or 
chickaree) is 
the most common species in the Uni­ 
ted States just now, especially in the 
mountain regions and he is driving 
gray squirrels and fox squirrels out 
of the country. The first squirrels iii 
Rush county were of gray 
variety 
and the fox 
squirrels 
commenced 
coining in just before the civil war. 
Of late years the little red squirrel is 
taking possession of things. 
Ile is 
only about eight inches in length and 
does not make good eating on ac­ 
count of his size. He lives on nuts, 
birds’ eggs and even on birds them­ 
selves. 
The fox squirrel is the largest and 
handsomest variety in America, 
lie 
is about twelve inches in length and 
has a very bushy tail. The fox squir­ 
rel is usually a brownish grey in col­ 
or but sometimes is black especially 
iii the 
South 
Atlantic 
and 
Gulf 
States. 
The gray squirrel is smaller 
than the fox squirrel, and he is more 
widely distributed. 
He is generally 
about ten inches in length and is 
highly prized in 
the 
New 
England 
states especially as an 
article 
of 
food. The California grey squirrel is 
remarkable for its size and beauty. 
The common squirrel of 
Europe is 
red in color and a trifle largen than 
our red squirrel. 
Ile is widely dis­ 
tributed from Lapland to the Medi­ 
terranean and from 
Japan 
to 
the 
British Isle. 


Ground .squirrels are common in 


America. 
They have 
large 
cheek 


pouches and a well developed nail on 
the thumb. 
The 
chimunk 
is 
very 
abundant. 
Hying squirrels were once 
quite 
common in Rush county, too. 
They 
have hairy folds of skin extending on 
each side from the front to the back 
legs forming a pouch used like a p ar­ 
achute for taking long leaps. 
The 
flying squirrel is nocturnal in habits 
and in color closely 
resembles 
the 
bark of the tree he inhabits, making 
him very hard to detect. He is gentle 
and easily tamed. 
Like other squir­ 
e s he feeds principally on nuts and 
birds eggs. 
Ile often Ays as far a s 
sixty feet and he covers the distance 
with a rapid and graceful motion. 
The flying squirrels was common in 
most parts of North America at one 
time.

Indianapolis, Nov.7.—The auditor of 
state gives as the cause of the down­ 
fall of Howard B. H arter, defaulting 
cashier of the Citizens’ bank of Akron, 
which the auditor closed last Saturday, 
the task of carrying a wheat margin 
on

after 
he 
had 
bought 300,000 bushels, expecting to 
unload for a dollar a bushel. 
Fif­ 
teen thousand dollars of the bank’s 
money was used at one time by H ar­ 
ter to cover his margins, and he wa3 
Intercepted as he was leaving Akron 
for Fort W ayne to negotiate $15,000’ 
additional on securities of the b a n k ,J 
which the auditor had reason to be- i 
lieve was also to be thrown into the I 
wheat pit. Of the $15,000 lost, the a u -! 
ditor was able to save $9,000 by stop­ 
ping payment on a check the young 
m an had draw n in favor of his broker. 
An attem pt is to be made by the bank 
officials to recover the entire amount, 
on the grounds that the young man I 
was using the bank’s money to which 
he had no right. 
j 
In addition to the revelations con ; 
cerning the manipulations by Harter, I 
H arry L. Arnold, chief clerk in the 
bank departm ent In the auditor’s of­ 
fice, found th at two of the stockhold­ 
ers of the bank had been "stung’’ by 
H arter to the extent of approximately 
$8,500 as a result of their efforts to 
dodge taxes. 
The total amount in-j 
trusted to H arter by the "dodgers” I 
was $14,500. but b a r te r had given re-j 
ceipts for $6,000 of the amount as 
cashier of the bank, and the bank is 
responsible. 
The rem ainder he re­ 
ceipted for by personal receipts, and f 
the bank is not responsible. The total 
amount was used by H arter in Board 
of Trade speculations. 
The two stockholders turned their 
money over to H arter to invest in real 
estate. This wras done and he deposit­ 
ed the notes and mortgages in tho 
bank's accounts, taking out an equiva­ 
lent in cash for his own use. 
By this 
means the two stockholders, -accord­ 
ing to Arnold, were able to keep this 
much of their property from the as­ 
sessor’s books. 
The total loss to the hank because 
of 
H arter’s 
manipulations 
will 
be 
about $30,000, Arnold said. The stock­ 
holders will m ake this good, and the 
depositors will lose nothing, he said.

Events In the Celestial Empire in Past 


Few Days Point to the Probability 


of the Reigning Family Being in the 


Last Ditch, the Revolutionaries Prac­ 


tically Being in Control of All but 


the Northern Provinces. 


Hongkong, 
Nov. 
7.—There 
were 
frenzied rejoicings here over the re­ 
port that Pekin had fallen into the 
hands of the revolutionists. 
Throngs 
filled the streets and there was much 
shouting, flag waving and explosions 
of fireworks. 
The revolutionary flag 
was prominently displayed. 


Shanghai, Nov. 7 —Though confirma­ 
tion of the report of the fall of Pekin 
is not at hand, the rumor may be re­ 
garded as an intelligent anticipation 
of what is to occur. 
The reports that Pekin is in the 
hands of the Chinese rebels came syn­ 
chronously with announcements from 
the telegraph companies that commu­ 
nication with the Chinese capital had 
been severed. 
The latest dispatches 
received from Pekin did not refer in 
any way to altered conditions, but the 
reports that the rebels have captured 
the city continue to persist at Shang­ 
hai and other points. 
In spite of this 
the latest telegrams do not confirm 
the report and it is impossible to de­ 
termine the truth or falsity of the ru­ 
mors that Prince Ching is a prisoner; 
that many Manchu nobles have com­ 
mitted 
suicide; 
that 
the 
imperial 
troops have revolted, and that the em­ 
peror and the prince regent have fled. 
While there is reason to suspect the 
reliability of the reports, the events of 
the past few days demonstrate that 
nothing that might happen in China 
should cause surprise. 
Shanghai and 
many other cities are in the hands of 
the rebels, and the whole empire is 
seething with the spirit of revolt. The 
revolutionists are having a series of 
unbroken successes, gaining posses­ 
sion of several towns and forts without 
opposition on the i>art of the imperial 
forces. There is virtually nothing left 
in the hands of the imperialists but 
the northern ports, from which there 
is no news. 
China is fast drifting on the finan­ 
cial rocks. 
The assembly in secret 
session Monday refused to approve of 
the negotiations being conducted by 
the present government for an emer­ 
gency loan. 
The assembly also voted 
to oppose all borrowing until the new 
cabinet is installed in office. 
Foreign 
bankers now refuse to consider appli­ 
cations for a loan until it is approved 
by the assembly. 
The national treas­ 
ury is depleted and the overdue Boxer 
indemnity is unpaid. 
It is possible 
that the foreign ministers will submit 
to their respective governments 
a 
suggestion that foreign control be ex­ 
ercised over Chinese finances. 
It is stated that the government has 
received confirmation of the report 
that the rebels have recaptured Han­ 
kow. 
The rebels have been Joined by 
the Hunan regiments from Chang Sha 
and now' number 32,000 men 
It is 
stated from rebel sources that hi Yuan 
Feng, leader of the rebel forces, re­ 
fused to abandon his demands for a 
republic. 
This was one of the condi­ 
tions of the truce, and it is therefore 
doubtful that anything will be accom­ 
plished by the armistice.

PRESENTED BY UTAH 


Navy Accepts Graven Image el 


Brigham Young. 


New York, Nov. 7.—Governor Spry 
of Utah and Senator Reed Smoot for­ 
mally presented the magnificent silver 
service purchased by the people of 
Utah for the battleship Utah to the 
officers of the vessel at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 
The presentation took 
place on board the battleship and 250 
enthusiastic residents of Utah tool; 
part in the ceremony. Of these about 
200 were girls. 
There has been much controversy 
over the silver service because it bore 
a likness of Brigham Young. Women’s 
organizations tried to stop the presen­ 
tation.

Constantinople, Nov. 7.—The gov 
eminent has issued an official state­ 
ment in W'hicli (t is said that Turkish 
forces have reoccupied Derna after se­ 
vere Ii.'rhting, in w'hich 500 Italians 
were killed. 
It is also said that the . 
remainder of the Italian expeditionary ! 
force was captured along with eigh­ 
teen guns. 


London, Nov. 7.—No longer is the 
Italian government able to conceal 
its grave anxiety over the situation in 
Tripoli. 
To seek peace and enforce 
it has been its motto from the outset 
of the campaign. 
Today a change of 
note is apparent. 
To seek peace and 
insure it, fitly describes its tone. The 
government at Rome, as echoed in the 
Italian embassy in this city, still main­ 
tains its attitude of an all victorious 
conqueror, declaring that it is content 
to rely upon Premier Gioletti and 
General Caneva as against the foreign 
correspondents. 
It is also announced 
that there is n o way sufficient number 
of soldiers at Tripoli and that a mod­ 
erate advance will begin at once. 
There have been no reverses and no 
recapture of forts, according to the 
Italian authorities, and there is no in­ 
tention to supersede General Caneva. 
While the proclamation of annexa­ 
tion is meant as an indication that 
Italy intends to remain in Tripoli and 
take all the necessary steps to carry 
out that program, the government ad­ 
mits that it is well aw’are that the task 
is likely to be a lengthy one. 
But it 
points out the time It took Kitchener 
to get to Khartum, even with a great 
waterway like the Nile to help. 
It is 
plain, however, that General Caneva 
has met the same fate that General 
Buller met In fighting the Boers in 
South Africa, and it is equally plain 
that the Italian army has not yet pro 
duced in this campaign a Kitchener. 
It is undeniable that the army of occu 
pation has been forced back. 
It is 
true that Turkish shells are falling in 
the streets of Tripoli, that cholera 
threatens its ghastly horrors, while 
the stories of atrocities if only half 
true, plainly indicate the demoraliza­ 
tion of the Italian troops. 
In spite of all this rtaly can without 
doubt maintain her hold in Tripoli al­ 
most indefinitely with ample troops, 
the command of the sea and the pro­ 
tection of the guns of the navy. 
The 
question is if such a costly and in­ 
glorious course is necessary, would 
the government be able to .control the 
consequent trouble at home.
